WAR NOTES. 

London, Jan. 8.—The loss of sev- 
enty prisoners through a Boer bugle 
call for a British retreat, is nots ser- 
ious, especially when Gen. French nas 
taken as many prisoners, with fair 
fighting, but he is the only. British 
general who has seemed to be fully 
on guard against Dutchduplicity,tho’ 
“ prestige is now somewhat cloud- 
ed. 

His official report, bulletined at 3 a 
late hour, stated that the First E3- 
sex had replaced tke First Suffolk; 
that medical officers had been sent 
gat to collect the wounded, and the 
prisoners in the enemy’s hands would 
not exceed seventy. His tactical posi- 
tion is unalterted by the slight rev- 
erse, and the enemy’s losses frong ar- 
tillery fire has been heavy. 

Lorenzo Marquez, Jan. 5.—The 
Standard and Diggers’ News publishes 
Dr. Steyn’s new year addresst to jthe 
burghers of the Free State. The ad- 
dress concludes: ‘Next year the Ai- 
rikander nation will enjoy peace «and 
rest. Peace wilt be established: on 
the basis that the enemy who 'oppress- 
ed and persecuted us during the whole 
of the century shail no longer be jin a 
position to spill innocent blood.” 

The British Columbia government 
and legislature unite in eéndorsingtthe 
decision ‘to proffer a company of 200 
mounted scouts equipped and deliver- 
ed at Halifax or any other named 
oe of debarkation for South Af- 

cam service. Each will be provid- 
ed with a picked saddle horse, first 
class saddle, uniform, rifle and re- 
volver, the outlay involved being $250 
per man, or $5,000 for the corps.

IMPROVEMENTS IN CROP GROWING 


The following extracts from the evi- 
dence which 1 cave last session before 
the House of Commens committee on 
agriculture and colonization, set forth 
Some of tke benefits which I think 
wouid result from systematic continn- 
ed selection of seed grain. 


MELDRUM WHEAT. 

“Let me cile an instance to show 
the advantage to be derived from the 
continued selection of seed. Up in the 
Gatineau Vualiey, over twenty yeirs 


ago, there lived a man named Mel- 
drum. His 


farm was in no way 
Specially well adapted for growing 
fine wheat. He had several daugh- 


ters, and they went out into the fields 
and picked out the big early heads of 
wheat from large vigorous viants. 
The, seed from these he cleaned 
throughly and sowed for wheat again. 
good vigorous 
\ plants with large heads and fina 

wheat. The result of his selection was 
that his wheat took ihe gold medal at 
the great Paris exposition; and for 
years afterwards his wheat was sold 


3 as Meldrum wheat, and at fine prices 


for seed wheat.” 
PRODUCT FROM LARGE AND SMALL OATS 


“Moreover, when the selection of 
large seeds is continued from year to 
year ont ofthe crop grown from large 
seeds, =here is an improvement in the 
quality of the crop as well as in the 
yield per acre. Mr. Zavitz, of the On- 
tario agricultural college and experi- 
mental farm, reports an experiman:! 
in ihe selection of seeds oats for six 
years in succession. The experiment 
was tegun in 1898, by selecting seed 
from the general crop of Jvanetite 
oats of the previous year. The selec- 
tion in eaich of the following years 
was made from the product of the 
selected seed of the previous year. The 
following table gives the results of the 
average of the yielcs per acre. In the 
Weight of grain per measured bush- 
el, the average is for six years; and 
in the yield of grain yer acre the aver- 
age is for five ycars.

KURUMAN FALLEN. 

A Pretoria despatch say8 that 
Kuruman, the capital of British Be- 
ebuanaland was captured by the 
Boers on Jan, 2na. This place is on 
a southerly branch of the Molopo 
river about 100 miles northwest of 
Vryberg and the same distance south- 
east of Mafeking. It was the old 
capital of British Bechuanaland, but 
being distant from any railway its 
importance had declined. There was 
a small police garrison which wag at- 
tacked by the Boers early in the 
war, Bui the attack was repulsed, 
with the assistance of the loyalists’ of 
the town. The attack was resumed 
in stronger force with cannon and 
was finally successful. The report 
of the Boer commandant says: 

“We commenced a bombardment of 
man Monday morning. The fight 
lasted until 6 p.m. The garrison sur- 
rendered laying down their arms 
We took 120 prisoners, including Cap- 
tain Bates, Hagte, and Hilliard, and 
eight officers. We captured seventy 
natives a number of rifles, revolvers, 
and ammunition. Fifleen British 
wounded are being attended by us 
helped by an English doctor. - The 
horses, oxen, and provisions takeu 
have been sent to Pretoria via Vry-
